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Description of the specification technical flaw (add space as needed) 


ATA mode defined in the MMCA reference specification has requirements that are not 
mandatory for a CE-ATA device. This errata removes mention of ATA mode from the CE-ATA 
specification. A CE-ATA device shall respond to RW_MULTIPLE_REGISTER (CMD60) and 
RWMULTIPLERBLOCK (CMD61) with no mode selection. 


Description of the correction
